From  the  Minister: 

This  year  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  marked  a step  forward  for  Alberta 
amateur  sport.  The  Council  cut  its  administration  costs,  became  more 
aggressive  in  its  fund-raising  and  long-term  financing  and  focused  tightly 
on  the  future.  While  it  continued  to  maintain  a steady  number  of 
programs  and  support  for  dozens  of  provincial  sport  associations,  it  also 
began  to  address  the  needs  of  indigenous  and  minority  groups.  It 
decentralized  its  use  of  dollars,  put  more  money  into  local  sport 
development  and  achieved  an  even  greater  emphasis  on  the  grassroots. 
In  short,  it  became  leaner  and  better. 

In  these  times  of  tight  economic  restraint,  the  Council,  in  cooperation 
with  Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks,  is  proving  that  it’s  still  possible  to  do 
more  if  you’re  carrying  less.  This  message  for  the  sport  community  is 
consistent  with  the  provincial  government's  objective  of  total  financial 
responsibility  at  all  levels.

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From  the  Chairman: 

A healthy  and  happy  lifestyle  through  sport  makes  for  more  productive 
citizens.  Sport  contributes  to  reduced  absenteeism,  higher  self-esteem, 
less  drug  abuse,  suicide,  school  dropouts,  etc. 

This  is  not  news  to  us  here  in  Alberta,  but  it  is  central  to  the  entire 
approach  of  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  this  year.  As  a response  to  the 
“Rainbow  Report,’’  we  continued  to  place  an  even  greater  emphasis  on 
programs  to  encourage  citizens  in  all  walks  of  life,  of  all  ages,  and  from 
many  special  interest  groups  to  get  involved  in  sport. 

I’m  proud  to  say  we  were  successful.  In  total,  more  than  700,000 
Albertans  (28  per  cent  of  the  province’s  entire  population)  participated  in 
our  programs.  That’s  more  than  one  in  every  four  Albertans.  Some  445 
local  sport  clubs  benefited  and  almost  200  special  need  athletes  received 
assistance. 

But  the  numbers  only  tell  part  of  the  story.  You  will  see  the  real  benefits 
on  the  faces  of  those  in  the  pages  that  follow.

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From  the  Managing  Director: 

This  was  a year  of  continued  determination  and  new  directions  for  the 
Council.  It  continued  to  promote  sport  as  a positive  aspect  of  life,  and 
one  with  which  companies  are  happy  to  be  associated. 

The  new  direction  is  genuinely  exciting.  The  Council  established  a sport 
endowment  fund.  Under  the  fund,  contributions  received  from  an 
individual,  organization  or  group  toward  a specific  sport  objective  can  be 
matched  100  per  cent  by  the  Council.  This  money  can  then  be  put  into  a 
trust  account.  Interest  earned  on  the  trust  account  is  already  being  used 
to  support  specific  sport  programs  all  over  Alberta. 

As  of  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  thanks  to  five  individuals  and  one  service 
club,  the  size  of  the  fund  stood  at  $170,000.  Each  month,  with  interest 
and  new  contributions,  it  grows  larger. 

While  $170,000  may  not  sound  like  a lot  now,  this  new  idea  has  the 
potential  to  put  sport  in  Alberta  on  a solid  financial  foundation  for  the 
future.  Our  dream  is  to  make  the  fund  large  enough  so  that  Alberta  sport 
can  one  day  operate  off  the  interest  it  generates.  In  the  United  States, 
similar  programs  have  been  hugely  successful  and  we  expect  equally 
stellar  results  here.  Surprisingly  enough,  80  per  cent  of  those  who 
contribute  are  individuals.  Only  20  per  cent  are  corporations.  That’s  the 
new  business  of  sport  - — individual  initiatives  producing  team  benefits.

1.  To  promote  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  Zone  and  Alberta  Games. 

2.  To  distribute  Alberta  lottery  proceeds  dedicated  for  sport  in  a fair  and  equitable 
manner  for  the  benefit  of  all  Albertans. 

3.  To  solicit  financial  contributions,  services  and  other  resources  from  individuals, 
organizations,  businesses  and  corporations  for  the  advancement  of  sport  in  Alberta. 

4.  To  encourage  the  development  of  programs  and  services  for  coaches,  officials  and 
athletes  at  all  levels  of  ability. 

5.  To  work  in  cooperation  with,  and  in  support  of,  provincial  sport  associations, 
communities,  educational  institutes  and  other  sport-related  agencies.

• Caroline,  Alberta  native,  Kurt  Browning,  won  his  third  straight  World  Figure  Skating 
title  and  was  named  Canada’s  Athlete  of  the  Year. 

• Calgary’s  Mark  Tewksbury  won  a silver  medal  at  the  World  Aquatic  Championships 
in  Perth,  Australia  in  the  100-metre  backstroke. 

• The  Canadian  National  Hockey  Team  tour  vs.  the  Soviets  was  a tremendous  success. 
It  visited  grassroots  Alberta  centres  in  Drumheller,  Taber,  Lloydminster,  Fort 
McMurray,  Grande  Prairie,  Barrhead  and  Stettler.

$50,000.

The  Alberta  Sport  Council  Review 

Few  studies  in  recent  years  have  been  as 
important  to  sport  in  Alberta  as  the  recent 
Alberta  Sport  Council  Review.  In  response  to 
encouragement  by  the  Honourable  Minister  of 
Alberta  Recreation  and  Parks,  Dr.  Stephen  C. 
West,  the  purpose  of  the  review  was  to 
determine  how  the  Council  might  become  even 
more  streamlined  and  efficient.  Over  a period  of 
many  months,  a volunteer  committee  of  the 
board  conducted  an  exhaustive  examination  of 
the  Council’s  entire  operations,  met  with 
provincial  sport  associations,  staff,  government 
officials  and  client  groups.  As  a result,  there  were 
dozens  of  recommendations  on  how  to  increase 
the  Council’s  effectiveness,  reduce  costs  and 
increase  productivity.  Some  of  these 
recommendations  are  already  in  place,  others  are 
to  see  action  soon.

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Programs  to  Increase  Participation  Opportunities 

One  of  the  Council’s  foremost  objectives  is  to  ensure  that  the  benefits  of  sport 
participation  are  readily  available  to  ail  Albertans  regardless  of  age,  ability  or  place  of 
residence. 

Without  the  involvement  of  large  numbers  of  athletes,  coaches,  officials  and  organizers 
at  the  local  level,  amateur  sport  as  a whole  cannot  develop.  The  commitment  to  sport 
demonstrated  by  people  in  every  community  is  what  keeps  Alberta’s  amateur  sport  base 
broad  and  strong. 

This  year  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  continued  to  expand  its  grassroots  base  by 
involving  Albertans  in  the  following  programs. 
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Alberta  Sommer  and 
Winter  Games 

Athletes  qualify  for  Alberta  Games  through 
playoffs  or  zone  games  in  each  of  the  Alberta 
Sport  Council’s  eight  provincial  zones.  Summer 
Games  are  held  during  odd-numbered  years  and 
Winter  Games  during  even-numbered  years. 

Each  Alberta  Games  host  community  receives  a 
$290,000  operating  and  cultural  grant  from  the 
Council. 

Although  no  Alberta  Summer  and  Winter  Games 
were  held  this  fiscal  year,  a substantial  amount  of 
organizational  work  took  place  toward  the  1 99 1 
Summer  Games  in  Stettler  August  7 - II,  1991 
and  the  1992  Alberta  Winter  Games  in  Fort 
McMurray  February  27  - March  I,  1992. 

Hinton  Hosts  a Terrific  Seniors 
Hoedown 

August  22  - 25,  1990,  the  coal  mining,  pulp  and 
lumber  town  of  Hinton,  some  300  kilometres 
west  of  Edmonton,  hosted  one  of  the  most 
successful  Seniors  Games  ever.  Over  1 ,000 
seniors,  55  years  and  over,  flocked  into  town  to 
participate  in  26  activities  ranging  from  darts, 
disking  and  carpet  bowling  to  swimming,  table 
tennis,  track  and  field  and  cribbage.  All  activities 
ran  according  to  schedule  despite  rain  and  below 
average  temperatures.  It  was  the  sixth  time  the 
Games  have  been  held.  There  were  many 
highlights: 


• Over  25,000  seniors  were  involved  through  in- 
house,  area  and  zone  playoffs  as  well  as  zone 
games  designed  as  qualifying  competitions  for 
the  Games.  The  Alberta  Senior  Citizens  Sport 
and  Recreation  Association  played  a crucial 
role  in  these  ongoing  competitions. 

• The  Games  were  preceded  by  a Canadian 
Western  Natural  Gas/Northwestern  Utilities 
“Blue  Flame”  torch  relay.  It  saw  almost  600 
seniors  and  16  volunteers  shepherd  a torch 
from  Vermilion,  the  site  of  the  last  Alberta 
Seniors  Games  in  1988,  600  kilometres  to 
Hinton.  The  event  took  place  for  two  weeks 
leading  up  to  the  Games. 

• The  other  major  sponsors  of  the  Games  were 
Weldwood  of  Canada,  Pepsi,  Labatt’s,  A.G.T., 
Canadian  Western  Natural  Gas  and 
Northwestern  Utilities,  the  Town  of  Hinton 
and  Alberta  Lotteries. 

• The  oldest  participant  was  90.  He  was 
Harold  Rogers,  of  Zone  5,  a competitor 
in  horseshoes. 

• Due  to  a Sack  of  hotel  space,  Hinton  was  the 
first  community  to  make  extensive  use  of 
billeting  participants  with  local  residents.  At 
first,  the  idea  met  with  a luke-warm  response 
from  the  300  - 400  seniors  involved  (one-third 
of  the  participants),  but  ended  with  the 
endorsement  of  everyone.  Innumerable 
friendships  were  formed,  many  of  which  will 
be  lifelong. 

• On  the  first  day  of  the  tennis  competition,  rain 
forced  the  event  indoors.  Within  just  two 
hours  of  the  decision  to  move  inside, 
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volunteers  had  put  up  two  courts  in  Hinton’s 
curling  rink. 

• To  make  space  for  the  hundreds  of 
recreational  vehicles  in  which  many  of  the 
seniors  travel,  Games'  organizers  turned  an 
unused  subdivision  into  a campground  capable 
of  housing  300  campers. 

• The  Games  modest  “Dial-a-Bus”  shuttle  bus 
program  quickly  mushroomed  into  a massive, 
town-wide  joint  venture  which  saw  citizens  act 
as  spontaneous  taxi  drivers  for  anyone  who 
needed  a ride.  The  result  was  that  there  were 
never  any  lineups  or  waiting. 

• In  addition  to  sports  competitions,  the  Games 
also  featured  a substantial  cultural  component. 
Over  200  entries  were  received  in  handicrafts 
and  creative  writing. 

• Cold  and  rainy  conditions  on  the  final  day  did 
not  deter  a very  hotly  contested  slowpitch 
finale.  Participants  on  both  sides  bundled  up  in 
gloves  and  long  underwear. 

• The  Games'  winning  zone  was  Edmonton, 

Zone  6.  It  won  the  Seniors  Cup. 

• The  most  improved  zone  was  Parkland,  Zone 
4.  It  received  the  It.  Governor’s  Cup  — the 
first  time  it  had  been  awarded. 

• The  wrap-up  dance  on  the  final  night  saw  over 
1 ,500  people  jammed  into  the  town’s  adjoining 
arenas.  Such  was  the  euphoria  inside  that  for 


safety  reasons,  security  officials  had  to  stop 
dancing  in  the  bleachers.  It  was  wall-to-wall  fun 
and  standing  room  only. 

• The  Games  led  to  a lasting  legacy  for  sport  and 
recreation  in  Hinton.  An  endowment  fund  was 
formed  by  the  Recreation,  Sport  and  Culture 
Society,  Weldwood  of  Canada  and  the  Town 
of  Hinton  with  specific  fund-raising  to  follow 
from  the  Society  itself. 

• The  next  Alberta  Seniors  Games  are  to  take 
place  August  19-  22,  1992  in  Medicine  Hat. 


Through  this  program,  thousands  of  athletes  a 
year  are  introduced  to  specific  sports  for  the  first 
time  or  are  assisted  in  upgrading  their  skills  in  a 
sport  which  they  already  enjoy.  For  those  athletes 
financially  unable  to  attend  a camp,  funding  is 
available  through  the  Council’s  scholarship 
program. 

• 1,325  participants  from  184  different 
municipalities  received  scholarships. 

• 28  sports  participated  in  the  program. 

• 78  different  sport  camps  received  approval  for 
Sport  Outreach  Training  Scholarships. 

• A total  of  $ 1 22,530  was  allocated. 


Local  Sport  Development  Projects 

Through  this  program,  local  sport  groups  can 
apply  to  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  for  funding 
towards  equipment  purchases,  coaching  services 
and  other  worthwhile  projects.  During  the  1990- 
91  year,  454  applications  for  Local  Sport 
Development  Projects  were  approved  for  a total 
of  $1,1  10,661. 

Examples: 

Zone  I - The  Westcastle  Alpine  - Alberta 
Association  for  Disabled  Skiers  (Lethbridge), 
received  $5,000  towards  the  purchase  of  mono- 
skis, outriggers  and  a sledge  for  the  disabled 
learn-to-ski  and  ski  development  programs. 

Zone  2 - Carolynn  Tooth  of  Sundre  received 
$650  towards  her  training  costs  in  the  sport  of 
luge. 

Zone  3 - The  Calgary  Rowing  Club  received 
$7, 140  towards  the  purchase  of  rowing 
ergometres  and  heart  rate  monitors  for  dryland 
training. 

Zone  4 - The  Sylvan  Lake  Regional  Sailing  Club 
received  $3,000  towards  the  purchase  of  Laser 
sailboats  for  the  junior  sailing  program. 

Zone  5 - The  Clyde  Curling  Club  received  $2,500 
towards  the  purchase  of  junior  curling  rocks. 

Zone  6 - The  Edmonton  Soccer  Association 
received  $3,486  towards  the  purchase  of  portable 


soccer  goals,  soccer  nets,  and  corner  flags  for  the 
soccer  program. 

Zone  7 - The  Saddle  Lake  Band  Tae  Kwon  Do 
Club  received  $2,000  towards  the  purchase  of 
safety  equipment  for  the  tae  kwon  do  program. 

Zone  8 - The  Canadian  Paraplegic  Association  - 
Grande  Prairie  Division  received  $10,000  towards 
the  purchase  of  sport  wheelchairs  for  the 
wheelchair  basketball  program. 

Innovative  Projects 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  support 
selected  sport  development  activities  at  the 
provincial  level  and  to  respond  to  the  needs  of 
provincial  sport  associations  which  may  arise 
throughout  the  year. 

Examples: 

• Hockey  Canada  received  $5,000  for  the 
expansion  of  its  video  development  program  in 
the  International  Hockey  Centre  of  Excellence 
at  the  Olympic  Saddledome  in  Calgary.

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Athlete  Development 

Every  provincial  sport  association  (79)  recognized 
by  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  received  funding 
during  the  year  for  the  implementation  of 
programs  to  develop  athletes  in  their  particular 
sport. 

This  year  $ 1 .3  million  of  lottery  funding  was  used 
by  the  provincial  sport  associations  for  awareness 
and  participation,  for  identifying  potential  athletes, 
and  for  training  and  competition  opportunities  for 
our  developing  and  provincial  athletes. 

Leadership  Development 

Support  was  provided  to  every  provincial  sport 
association  to  conduct  programs  for  the 
development  of  coaches  and  officials.  To  act  as 
strong  leaders  in  the  sport  system,  coaches  and 
officials  must  stay  in  touch  with  the  latest 
developments  in  sport  programming  and  technical 
skills. 

In  excess  of  half-a-million  dollars  was  utilized  to 
conduct  coaching  clinics,  officials’  clinics,  and  to 
provide  educational  opportunities  for  Alberta 
coaches  and  officials  at  the  national  and 
international  levels. 


National  Coaching  Certification 
Program 

This  program,  coordinated  by  the  Coaching 
Association  of  Canada  (CAC),  provides  up- 
grading courses  for  volunteers  and  professional 
coaches.  The  Council  encourages  members  of 
provincial  sport  associations  to  attend  technical, 
practical  and  course  conductor  clinics.  This  year 
the  following  courses  were  conducted  with 
outstanding  attendance: 

• Level  I Theory  - 95  courses,  1,551  participants 

• Level  2 Theory  - 45  courses,  720  participants 

• Level  3 Theory  - 8 courses,  80  participants 

As  well,  there  were  courses  completed  to  train 
course  conductors  in  NCCP  theory.  They  yielded 
the  following  results:

“They’re  Calling  You  Coach” 
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In  a joint  venture  with  the  Alberta  Energy 
Company,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  and  Alberta 
Recreation  and  Parks,  introduced  an  exciting  new 


coaching  booklet  this  year.  Entitled  “They’re 
Calling  You  Coach,”  the  booklet  is  aimed  at 
beginner  coaches.  It  provides  valuable 
information  on  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  a 
coach,  plus  many  more  topics.  It  is  hoped  it  will 
whet  the  appetite  of  coaches  so  they  wilt  want 
to  take  courses  in  the  National  Coaching 
Certification  Program. 

Hiring  Professional  Technical  Staff 

Through  this  program,  support  funding  is 
provided  to  provincial  sport  associations  for 
hiring  technical  experts  in  their  sports.  A total 
of  81  individuals  were  supported.  These 
individuals  were  employed  as  technical 
directors,  program  directors/coordinators,  and 
provincial  coaches. 


Coaches’  Symposium 

The  fourth  annual  Provincial  Coaches  Symposium 
was  held  October  11-13,1 990  in  Calgary. 
Designed  to  provide  Alberta’s  top  coaches  with 
an  opportunity  to  exchange  critical  coaching 
information,  this  year’s  symposium  attracted  1 5 1 
delegates  from  40  sports.  This  year’s  Coaching 
Recognition  Award  recipients  were: 

• Paul  Hortie,  of  Edmonton,  (posthumously), 
for  boxing. 

• Max  Gartner,  of  Calgary,  for  alpine  skiing.

Programs  to  Promote  Excellence 

Albertans  have  always  taken  great  pride  in  our  athletes  who  have  achieved  excellence  in 
sport.  Along  with  the  Council’s  grassroots  programs  for  mass  participation,  and  through 
special  funding,  we  also  provide  continual  opportunities  for  improvements  in  coaching, 
technical  expertise  and  competition  for  our  best  developing  athletes. 
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Canada  Games  Enrichment 

Support  was  provided  for  44  associations  to 
prepare  athletes  and  coaches  for  competition  in 
the  25  sports  of  the  1 990  Western  Canada 
Games  in  Winnipeg  and  the  19  sports  of  the  1991 
Canada  Winter  Games  in  P.E.I.  Funding  was 
directed  toward  testing  and  evaluation  of  athletes, 
development  camps  and  competitive 
opportunities,  equipment  purchases  and  uniforms. 

Examples: 

(1) To  prepare  themselves  for  their  ringette 
competitions  at  the  Canada  Winter  Games, 
Alberta  ringette  athletes  were  involved  in  a 
four-province,  pre-Games  tournament 
consisting  of  25  games  in  British  Columbia, 
Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba.  The 
preparations  paid  off.  Alberta’s  ringette  team 
won  the  gold  medal  at  the  Canada  Winter 
Games. 

(2) Alberta’s  male  hockey  players  took  an  even 
more  ambitious  approach  to  their  involvement 
in  the  Canada  Winter  Games.  They  were 
involved  in  a three-year  long  talent 
identification  program  designed  to  select  the 
best  23  amateur  hockey  players  in  Alberta.  In 
all,  a staggering  1 ,800  Albertans  vied  for 
positions.  In  the  end,  Alberta  won  the  silver 
medal  in  men’s  hockey  at  the  Canada  Winter 
Games. 

Canada  Winter  Games 

Alberta’s  Canada  Winter  Games  team  recorded 
its  best  showing  ever  at  the  Canada  Winter 
Games,  February  17  - March  2,  1991  in  P.E.I. 


When  all  the  points  were  tallied  after  competition 
in  19  sports,  Alberta  had  captured  the  team 
bronze  medal.  The  gold  medal  went  to  Ontario 
and  the  silver  to  Quebec.

The  Alberta  Athlete  Development 
Program 

This  program  provides  financial  assistance  to 
Alberta’s  top  developing  athletes  as  selected  by 
their  provincial  sport  associations.  It  is  used  to 
assist  them  in  achieving  national  ranking  by 
helping  offset  personal  costs  while  training  and 
competing. 
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• Support  was  provided  to  57  sports  that 
identified  a total  of  856  high  performance 
athletes  (328  females  and  528  males).  Two 
levels  of  assistance  ($  1 ,200  and  $750)  were 
available  depending  on  an  athlete’s  level  of 
excellence  and  commitment  to  training. 

• In  addition,  1 60  athletes  (5 1 females  and  109 
males)  received  a total  of  $ 1 20,425  to  assist 
them  with  extraordinary  training  or 
competition  costs  as  part  of  a “special  needs” 
program. 

Sport  Training  Centres 

Funding  is  provided  to  provincial  sport 
associations  to  help  establish  provincial,  regional, 
and  national  training  centres  in  Alberta. 

• Five  centres  were  supported  during  1990-91 
which  allowed  national  and  provincial  level 
athletes  and  coaches  to  train  in  the  best 
possible  environment.  The  centres  also 
provided  an  opportunity  for  Alberta 
athletes  to  rub  shoulders  with  national  team 
members. 

• At  the  Western  Canadian  regional  level,  a 
soccer  centre  was  established  in  Edmonton. 

At  the  provincial  level,  there  were  track  and 
field  centres  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary.  Three 
national  centres  were  also  supported  in  the 
sports  of  badminton,  hockey  and  volleyball. 

Opportunities  for  the  Development 
of  Athletes  With  Disabilities 

This  program  is  designed  to  provide  assistance  for 
the  encouragement,  development  and  promotion 
of  physically  challenged  athletes. 

Examples  of  projects  funded  during  1990-91 
include: 

• Special  Olympics  and  swimming  to  develop 
and  implement  an  integrated  leadership 
program. 

• Wheelchair  Sports  to  purchase  specialized 
training  equipment. 

• Blind  Sports  to  implement  specialized  training 
programs. 


Intersport 

The  12th  Intersport  Conference  was  held  April  26 
- 28,  1990  at  the  Capri  Centre  in  Red  Deer.  The 
theme  of  the  conference  was  “Navigating  the  90s” 
which  featured  three  keynote  speakers  and  twenty 
educational  sessions.  During  the  sessions,  members 
of  provincial  sport  associations  had  an  opportunity 
to  meet  with  senior  managers  of  Alberta 
Recreation  and  Parks  and  board  members  of  the 
Alberta  Sport  Council.  Two  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  delegates  representing  55  provincial  sport 
associations,  16  municipalities,  5 zone  intersports 
and  10  provincial  recreation  associations  were 
involved  in  the  conference.  Thanks  to  support 
from  the  corporate  sector,  the  conference  finished 
with  a small  surplus. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty  people  attended  the 
Minister’s  Banquet,  where  eight  Albertans  received 
the  1990  Sport  Volunteer  Recognition  Awards:

Community  Sport  Conferences 

Zone  4 - Innisfail  hosted  Zone  4’s  Intersport 
conference  on  April  7.  The  keynote  speaker  was 
Rick  Worman,  a quarterback  with  the  Edmonton 
Eskimos.  Also  in  attendance  were  Jeff  Viola,  a 
member  of  Canada’s  national  freestyle  ski  team, 
and  Dale  Toogood,  chairman  of  the  1990  Alberta 
Winter  Games  in  Camrose. 

Zone  6 - In  the  largest  grassroots  sport  conference 
involving  coaches  and  administrators,  Edmonton’s 
sport  conference  April  6 and  7 consisted  of  a 
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coaching  conference  and  a sport  administrators 
intersport  workshop.  The  theme  was  “Focus  on 
Fair  Play:  A Thrust  of  the  90s.”  Ninety  people 
attended  the  conference  at  the  Edmonton  Inn. 


Hosting  Program 

Many  benefits  accrue  to  a community  which  hosts 
major  games  and  events.  They  include  a legacy  of 
programs,  services,  and  experiences  which  remain 
long  after  the  event  is  completed. 

During  1990-91,  the  Council  supported  a total  of 
26  events:  1 5 Western  Canadian  Championships 
and  I I International  Championships. 

Fund-Raising 

A major  priority  of  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  is 
the  development  and  maintenance  of  a stable, 
diverse  and  flexible  financial  base  for  sport.  The 
Council’s  Sport  Marketing  Division  coordinates 
the  fund-raising  function.  It  includes  everything 
from  corporate  donations  and  endowment 
programs  to  planned  giving. 

The  Council’s  major  source  of  funding  is  the 
Alberta  Lottery  Fund.  It  provides  approximately 
83  per  cent  of  the  Council’s  support.  As  well, 
strategies  have  been  designed  to  foster  long-term, 
mutually  beneficial  partnerships  between  Alberta’s 
business  community  and  amateur  sport. 


The  1 990-9 1 year  saw  an  expansion  of  initiatives 
to  include  the  endowment  program,  which 
provided  individuals  and  organizations  with  an 
opportunity  to  place  sums  of  money  in  trust  with 
the  Council.  The  interest  is  used  to  fund  a variety 
of  projects.
